TO A GREAT DISADVANTAGE 
One of the serious problems of our generation 
is how to get the good out of the many things 
that .come our way and leave off the bad that is 
apt to come with the good. The invention of the 
flying machines was regarded as a great gain for 
civilization/but airplanes can destroy whole na­ 
tions if not properly used. The discovery of dis­ 
ease germs is considered a good one, but note that 
disease germs qnee found may be used by un­ 
scrupulous people to do great harm. Cold storage 
for foods is a great advantage, but profiteers 
hoard food by means of the cold storage plants, 
so as to exact exorbitant prices. Good roads are 
an advantage, but they may encourage drivers 
to take unnecessary risks. 
As for the great in­ 
vention—the automobile or the 
“horseless car­ 
riage” as it was once called, it has its advantages 
and its disadvantages. The automobile is becom­ 
ing more and more a factor in our modern life. 
And like every other good thing, it has been put 
to bad uses. A new book is out called “The Glory 
Hole” which is sai dto show what a great disad­ 
vantage an automobile is to students, who are in 
earnest about getting an education. Many of the 
leading colleges and universities have condemned 
the ownership of automobiles by students while in 
school. Dean Thomas A. Clark of the University 
of Illinois'addressed an “anti-automobile” letter 
to the parents of students of that institution who 
own cars which is in part as follows: 
The student automobile is a waster of time 
and money. 
It encourages loafing and the 
taking of frequent and unnecessary trips out 
of town to the neglect of the studens’ regular 
work. 
The sudent with an automobile is likely to 
be a poor student because he cannot resist the 
temptation of the car. 
The possession of a car involves more than 
ordinary physical danger,
